1. USSR REP MOROSOV CALLED ON USREP OCTOBER 21 TO REPORT HIS

(AFTER RETURNING MONTREAL) HE RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS "PRECISE

IMPLIED REPEATEDLY THAT DISCUSSIONS HAD LITTLE TO DO WITH "PRO"
